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1. The two enclosed interrogation reports on Frau BEETZ are sent 
to you with the following special note of caution.' -If Frau BEETZ is to be 
utilized by us in connection with Dr. HOTTL. THESE REPORTS MtfST BE USED 
ONIY WITH EXTREME CARE in the doctor*s interrogation. 

2. .Reasons for this are as followst - According to her own story 
and according to Dr. HOTTL 's story (as relayed" fr t om Third Army). Dr. HOTTL 
trusts Frau BEETZ implicitly. In these interrogations^ however, Frau.. BEETZ 
relates that, unknown to the doctor, she double-crossed him in several in- 
stances -4a particular in urging Ed da Mussolini to escape from Verona to 
Switzerland with ciano»s diaries. It is the opinion of the undersigned 
that Frau BEETZ can be of real value to us only if pr. HOTTL t s trust in her 
is not inmaired.

Hottl was not a man to be completely trusted* that is if we saw to use him. 
we should beware of his retaining connections \with the underground* that she 
had on several occasions heard RSHtt officials — thoii^h probably not the 
doctor himself — discussing ' ndst defeat plans such as Ming .the American 
service as a cover for tMar own operations.
